HE Letters from Viena May 15th advife, that 
they write from Rome, that the Minifters of the 
Pope haveintimated to the Marquis de Prie, that his 


Holinefs was refolved to acknowledg King Charles tor. 


King of Spain, and that this Court had all along mi- 
taken his Intentions in refpect to that Affair, that ’tis 
certain, the Court of Rome will acknowledg King 
Charles, as foon as the Duke of Anjou’s Embaffador 
departs from Rome; that this Courc has _refolved to 
fend away the Danifh Troops, and hope that the King 
of Denmerk wiJl be contented to take at prefent the 
Arrears due to his Forces with affurance of a fpeedy 
payment for the Reft. The advices from Stutgard 
May 2oth are, thatthe four Circles of Franconia, Swa- 
bia, Electorare, and Upper-Rhine, have Nominated a 
Deputy to go to the Hague, to be pretent at the Negoci- 
ations of Peace: That from Landau they write,that the 
French underftanding, that by the Preliminaries, it is 
agreed, that they deliver up, and Evacuate Strasbu 

and Alface, are very much concern’d at ic: ‘Sts ad- 
visd from the Hague May the 26rch. That the 
General Negociations tor the Treaty of Peace are 
to begin there in the ufualform the 15th of June, and 
tis faid that to avoid difputes abouc the Niceties of 
Rank, and other Punctilio’s, which produce only de- 
lays and lofs of time, the Minifters of the retpeive 
Parties will take no other Chara¢ter upon them than of 


the faire day the Grand Penfioner 
communicated to theStates of Holland theArticles apreed 
upon; thatthis grand affair has obliged Prince Fugere. 
cf Savoy to put of his departure tor Brutleis till ro 
Morrow, and that the Duke of Marlboroneh w:'l fo}. 
low himinaday ortwo. 

London May 25th, On Saturday Night laft Horatio — 
Walponl Efq: Secretaty to the Lord fownfend He; 
Majefty’s Embaffador Extraordinary and Plenipotentia. 
ry arrived Here from Holland with the Preliminaries 
agreed on at the Hague, towards a format Treaty of 
Peace, inorder to be fign’d by the Queen, ard oa To. 
e{day Morning he fet out for the Hague with the Ratifi. 
cation; The Principal Points faid to be Agreed on, are 
the Barrier granted tothe Dutch with the Demolithing 
of Dunkirk ; The Expuiiion of the Pretender ; The 
Acknowledgment of the Vroteitant Sncceficn to the 
Crown of Great Britain, as fetled by Act ot Pariija- 
ment ; The Deliverirg up of Newfoundland, with ail 
the Stores there, in the fame State they were in when 
taken; The Giving up of Strasburgh and all Alface ; 
The Demolifhing of the Fort of Hunningen ; The 
Renunciation to the four Great Roads through Lore 
rain, ¢c.
